PART I.-CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 



CONSTABULARY AND POLICE. 

The Police Establishment in Ireland is composed of three distinct forces, viz. : — the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and the Local Force in 
Towns* 

Of these forces, the Royal Irish Constabulary extends to towns as well as to counties, 
and thus corresponds to the whole County Police and nearly the whole of the Borough 
Police Force in England and Wales, and the Police Force in Her Majesty’s dockyards ; 
but is different from the County and Borough Police Force in England in being placed 
exclusively under the control of the Central Government ; the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police corresponds to the London Metropolitan Police ; and the Local Force in Towns 
corresponds to a small part of the Borough Police Force in England and Wales, and 
like it is entirely under the government of Local Authorities.

In the number of the Royal Irish Constabulary there has been an increase of 406 
during the year 1869. As will be seen from the Table (p. 79), this force is very 
unequally distributed through the various counties. A column in the Table referred to 
shows the proportion which the number of Police bears to the population in the 
counties and counties of cities and towns. From this it appears that the counties 
which have the smallest proportionate number of Police are Down, Londonderry, 
Armagh, Tyrone, and Antrim, the proportion being in the two first named 9, in Armagh 
and Tyrone 10, and in Antrim 11 in every 10,000 of the population.

taken as approximately eorreot. It appears that there has been an increase of 422 in 
the total number of tbe Local Force in Ireland during 1869. Until 1866 the Volunteer 
, Bn § :ade luen were mcluded in the statistics of the Police Force ; but in that year 
they were omitted, which accounts for the largo reduction in tho number entered under 
tins head m 1S66, as compared with that for 1865. 



The only town in Ireland which has any local force corresponding to the Whsh 
Borough Police is Londonderry ; but a Commission of Inquiry, which made a report 
dated 30th November, 1869, with reference to tlio riots which occurred in that year’ 
strongly recommended that tho local force in that city should be superseded by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and a Bill to carry this recommendation into effect has been 
introduced.* 



In instituting a comparison between tlio Police Forces of Ireland and of England and 
Wales, the Royal Irish Constabulary and Local Force may be compared with tlie English 
Police in Counties, Boroughs, and Dockyards ; and tho Dublin Metropolitan Police may 
bo compared with the London Metropolitan Police and the City of London Police added 
together. 



The total number (14,337) of the Polico Forco in Ireland in 1869 shows the 
proportion of Polico to tlio estimated population of tho country to be 26 in every 10,000. 

In tlio Dublin Metropolitan Police district tho Police Forco is 1,053, which, with the 
addition of tho Local Forco (48), makes 1,101 in a population of 335,449, as returned 
by the Metropolitan Police Commissioners, or 33 in every 10,000 of the people. 

In tlio City of London tho proportion of Polico in 1868 was 64 in ovory 10,000 of the 
population, as given in the Census of 1861 ; in tlio London Metropolitan District, 29 ; 
and in all England and Wales, 12.

The proportion of the expenses of Police paid out of the general and local taxes in 
Ireland and in England and Wales, and the number and cost of that portion of the Irish 
Police which is in excess of the English proportion of Police, and the extent of relief to 
local taxation in Ireland in consequence of the Irish rate of payment for Police, are 
fully detailed in the Report of the Irish Judicial Statistics for 1865. The Fenian outbreak 
of 1866 showed that the Royal Irish Constabulary to a great extent serves the purpose 
of a standing army, so that a large proportion of the cost might be expected to be 
defrayed out of the general taxes. 

The tables in the Appendix, containing the returns as to the criminal classes in Ireland, Criminal classes, 
have hitherto included statistics relating to prostitutes and vagrants and tramps known ^ > 0 ° 1 j l ce Ta g^’ gg 
to the Police, similar to those collected for the English criminal statistics. From ° ’ PP ’ 
inquiries connected with the administration of the English Poor Law and the carrying 
out of the Contagious Diseases Act, it appeared that the English returns as to these 
classes were unsatisfactory, and it has been decided to discontinue the collection of 
them. As the Irish statistics on those points were collected only for comparison with 
the English, and as they refer merely to matters of suspicion and opinion, and not to 
actual crimes committed or suspected, they were open to some of the objections which 
have been taken to the English statistics, and have accordingly been omitted. 

The first three tables of the Appendix having shown the strength of the Police 
Force in Ireland and its cost of maintenance, the fourth table (pp. 84-88), of which the

From this table it appears that there has been an increase of 168, or 2 per cent, in 
the number of the criminal classes as compared with the number in 1868. This 
increase is confined almost exclusively to the class of “ suspected persons.” 




It thus appears that the criminal population in Ireland returned as known to the 
Polico is only half the number in an equal portion of the population of England and 
Wales. This is the more remarkable in view of the fact that the proportion of the 
Polico to the population is very much greater in Ireland than in England and Wales, 
so that the chance of a criminal being unknown to the police is proportionally diminished. 
The returns in Ireland may, therefore, be presumed to be more nearly correct as the 
means of detection are more abundant.

. “" mbel of ° ffen< ® in Ireland (776) not included in any of the specified claves 
m the above table, greatly exceeds the number (98) returned under the same head in 
a portion of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland. This excess 
arises m part from the number of treasonable and seditious offences in the latter 
country. The other classes of offences of which the number in Ireland is greater than 
m England and Wales are those ef murders, assaults, and malicious offences against 
property. With regard to murder, the Police Returns in England and Wales give a 
total number of la l in 1868, while for the same year the Coroners report 261 verdict, 
of wilful _ murder. The English P.olice Returns on this subject, however, are not truly 
comparable with the Irish, for the former classify the crimes as indicated by the verdict 
found by the Jury at the trial, and not according to the crime charged by the verdict 
of the Jury at the Coroner's Inguest, or by the informations and indictment. Thus in 
the case of a woman accused and tried for murder, if the Jury found a verdict not of 
murder, but only of concealing birth, or of manslaughter, it would not appear as a 
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murder in the English Police Statistics, hut it 'would so appear in the Coroners’ Returns 
and in the Irish Police Returns (vide Judicial Statistics for England and Wales, 1868, 
p. xxi.). In Ireland there is a discrepancy of 5 between the number (76) returned for 
1869 by the Police and the total (71) returned by the Coroners for the counties from 
which complete returns have been received, but if we add the number (5) returned by 
the Police for the county Mayo (vide p. 95), we get the same total number of murders 
with a slight difference of classification, for while the Police return 40 cases of murder 
of persons aged one year and under, and 36 “other murders,” the Coroners’ Returns, 
supplemented as stated above, show 43 murders of the former class and 33 of the latter. 
Taking the Coroners’ Returns as being more probably correct with respect to age, we 
find, as shown in the table below, a total in Ireland of 33 murders of persons above 
one year of age in 1869, as compared with 25 in an equal portion of the population of 
England and Wales in 1868, and the total number (including infanticides) of murders 
in Ireland to be 76 against 67 in an equal portion of the population of England 
and Wales as shown by the Coroners’ Returns. 

Of offences against property there is a much smaller number than in a corresponding 
portion of the population in England and Wales. This arises in part, no doubt, from 
the much smaller quantity of property to tempt thieves than in England and Wales, and 
the much greater risk of detection to be encountered arising from the much larger 
proportion of Police to population, there being only one-half the number of policemen to 
the same nmnber of the population in England that there is in Ireland. 

As regards tho offences of attempts to murder, shooting at, wounding, stabbing, &c., 
to do bodily harm, the Irish statistics are more favourable than the English, and also 
the statistics of unnatural offences, rape and immoral offences, perjury, and attempts to 
commit suicide. 

The following summary gives the number of infanticides and other murders in 
Ireland in 1869, according to the Coroners’ Returns, as compared with the corres- 
ponding statistics in England and Wales for the previous year. The number of murders 
of persons above the age of one year in Ireland was 33, being 8 in excess of the number 
in 'B'n g lqrwl and Wales, and the number of infanticides in Ireland in 1869 was 43, and 
exceeded the number of infanticides in England and Wales in 1868 by one only. The 
disclosures, however, in England as to baby-fanning and unregistered burial of still- 
born children would lead to the conclusion that infanticide prevails there to a greater 
extent than is shown by the Coroners’ returns.

The closing months of idle year 1869 were marked by an increase in the number of 
atrrarian outrages, and a stdl further increase in the commencement of 1870 led to the 
nassins of the Peace Preservation Act ill the month of April (Stat.

From these figures it appears that more than half of the men apprehended for indict- 
able offences, and nearly three-fourths of those proceeded against summarily, were 
persons of previous good character; while of the women one-third of those apprehended 
tor indictable offences were prostitutes, and nearly one-third of 'those proceeded against 
summarily wero of the same class. The total number' shows an'iucrease of 1,353 on the 
number (244,038) proceeded against in 1868.

It appears from this summary that 19 per cent, of the persons proceeded against 
were of character unknown to the police, whilst in England and Wales 33 9 per cent, of 
those proceeded against were of that class. This arises in part from the much higher 
number of police in proportion to the population in Ireland than in England and Wales, 
already noticed, and in part from the greater number of foreigners, and the greater 
aggregation of the people in cities and towns in England than in Ireland. 

°In Ireland GG'3 per cent, of those proceeded against were of previous good character, 
while in England and Wales only 37’4 per cent were of this class. It appears that while 
the total excess of persons proceeded against in Ireland over those proceeded against in an 
equal population in England and Wales was 111,980, the excess of persons of previous good 
character proceeded against was 113, 05G. These figures afford further indications of the 
less serious character of a large part of the offences disposed of summarily in Ireland. 



Ileturns have been received from all the Coroners in Ireland, except one ; and from h ^u.

Of tile total number of inquests 475 were held on infants and children under MTen 
years of age. and of these 301 we inquests on legitimate and 174 on illegitimate 
children. In England and Wales in 1868 the number of inquests on infant, and 
children under seven years of age was 6,766 (5,448 on legitimate and 1,348 on illegiti- 
mate children), which would give 1,743 ae the number in a portion of the population 
equal to that of Ireland. The proportionate number of requests of this elans m England 
and Wales is, therefore, nearly four times as great as the number in Ireland.

It appear, from these figures that in 1868 there were 482 Crown prosecutions in 
the County and City of Dublin, as compared with 41? in 1808. The cost, however was 
greatly less than in the previous year, being only 39,391 l?s. 1 < 1 . against ils 226 fa 6d 
m 1S68. ■ There was an increase of 14 in the number of those prosecutions on Circuit ai 
Assises hut a decrease of 3? in the number at Quarter Sessions. The expense was less 
by ,£4,50o /s., showing a total decrease of expenditure in 1869 of £13,739 14$ 5 d 
The criminal prosecutions in Ireland are managed differently from those in England 
and Wales The Crown Solicitors, under the direction of the Attorney-General, tale 
charge of all the serious cases at Assizes in Ireland and at the Dublin Commission 
Court. In England and Wales the Treasury Solicitor in 1868 prosecuted in 330 Mint 
cases, and in 47 other cases ; while the prosecutions at the Circuit Assize Courts, in 1867 
(the returns on this subject are one year in arrear in England and Wales*) were 2 987 
and at the Central Criminal Court, 851. At the Quarter Sessions in Ireland a Sessional 
Crown Solicitor attends, but Barristers are scarcely ever employed. From these 
differences the expenses of Crown prosecutions in Ireland should be higher at Assizes 
than in England and Wales, and less at Quarter Sessions. 

As the English Eeturns appear to include the esses in which witneises were paid as well 
fa those in which professional assistance was employed, the average costs founded upon

The tables of Criminal Proceedings at Assizes, at the Dublin Commission Court, and Statistics. 
at Quarter Sessions, have been compiled so as to give in a condensed form information criminal 
similar to that contained in the “ Irish Criminal Tables,”* which were annually presented Proceedings. 
to Parliament for many years previous to the compilation of the Irish Judicial and Aasiz0Si Q uarter 
Criminal Statistics for 1863. Sessions, &c. 

The forms of return used for the Irish Criminal Tables have been preserved, so as to 
allow of an accurate comparison with the statistics of this class of criminal proceedings 
in Ireland for past years, and by this means the defect is obviated to which the Irish 
Judicial Statistics, from being compiled only for six years, would otherwise be subject. 

In this comparison it was necessary to mark the large addition to the number of the 
offences treated as distinct, inserted by the advice of the Law Adviser to the Irish Govern- 
ment in the Tables of 1862, after the Consolidated Criminal Statutes had come into 
operation.

There was no person sentenced to death in Ireland in 1869. In England and Wales Capital convic- 
tlicrc wore 21 persons sentenced to death in 1868, of whom 12 were executed. 

The number of cases in which persons were sentenced to penal servitude was only 
191. in 1869, as compared with 239 in 1868. In England and Wales the number of 
such sentences was 1,939 in 1868, which gives 497 for a portion of the population 
equal to that of Ireland, showing in a marked manner the much more serious character 
of crime in England for which convictions wore obtained. 

In addition to the information similar to that given in the English Tables of Criminal 
Proceedings, the Irish Criminal Tables contain details as to the ages and state of 
instruction of the persons for trial.

The result of the systematic education of the poorer classes in Ireland is shown by 
this table. A very much larger proportion of the persons committed are now able both 
to read and write, the above figures showing that in 1860 the proportion of this class 
was only 29-97 per cent., while in 1869 it was 37’85, and while in 1860 34-16 per cent. ’

From these figures it appears that 56 ’84 per cent, of the men and boys, whose state 
of instruction was ascertained, were able to read and write, but only 21-97 of the 
women and girls. In the former case this is an increase, and in the latter a decrease 
on the proportions for last year, in which the per-centages were 53 - S5 and 22 - 49 
respectively. The proportion of those able to read, but not to write, was 15'57 per 
cent, of men and boys, and 19 '9 7 of women and girls, being a decrease in both cases 
on the per-centage of the previous year. Of the men and boys the above figures 
further show that 27'59 per cent, were able neither to read nor write, while of the 
women and girls 58'OC were of this class ; the former figures indicating a decrease of 
205 on the proportion (29*64) in 1S68, and the latter an increase of 2 - 76 on the propor- 
tion (55-30) for that year. 

The fact that 58 per cent, of the women and girls committed could neither read nor 
write indicates some dofcct in securing the education of the class of women and girls 
most exposed to temptation and crime. 

The following Table has been compiled to show whether the fluctuation in the Number for trial 
number of persons sent for trial in each year is general or local. It appears that there 
was an increase in Leinster and Munster, and a decrease in Ulster and Connaught, pared with those 
showing an increase in the whole of Ireland of 24, as compared with the number in jj 0 p_ 
1868. The counties in which the largest increase appears are the counties of Armagh 122.1 
and Londonderry, Cork and Kerry ; in the two first-named of which the increase was 
considerable.

The number of appeals in 1869 was 496, being an increase of 48 on the number (148) 
in the preceding year. Of these numbers actually entered, only 394 appear to haye 
been heard and decided ; and in 243 cases the previous decisions were affirmed, and m 
151 reversed. 

There was an increase of 275 in the number of bills sent to Grand Juries in 1869 
upon the number in the preceding year. Of the total number (2,203) so sent before 
them, 1,948 were found, and 255 ignored.

Prisms. of cities or of towns, convict prisons, reformatories, and industrial schools, as also the 
statistics of criminal lunatics confined in goals and lunatic asylums, and of prisoners 
in bridewells. The prisoners in the Four Courts Marshalsea* at Dublin have not been 
included, the numbers in it not having been hitherto included in the General Tables of 
the Inspectors-General of Prisons. 

The gaols included in these tables arc 3 9 in number. They are not divided into county, 
borough, and liberty prisons as in England and Wales. The towns in Ireland that have 
distinct taxation for gaols are those which are counties of cities or counties of towns 
and the town of Belfast, being only 9 out of tho 33 boroughs in Ireland; of these 9 
towns with distinct taxation only 5 have actually distinct gaols, there being only one gaol 
for the county and city of Kilkenny, one for the county and city of Waterford, and one for 
the county of Antrim, the county of the town of Carrickfergus, and the Borough of 
Belfast.

From the comparison in this summary it appears that the proportion of men and boys 
summarily convicted and of those committed for want of sureties, of persons remanded 
and discharged, and of those committed for military and naval offences, is greater in 
Ireland than in England, and that the proportion of those for trial and tried at Assizes 
and Sessions, and of those imprisoned for debt and on civil process, is greater in England 
and Wales than in Ireland. Tho number of women and girls committed for want of 
sureties in Ireland is in excess over the English number, the proportion in Ireland 
being 7 4 of the total number committed, and in England and Wales only 2'2 per cent. 

* The Inspectors-Gcncral of Prisons, though not including tho Four Courts Marshalsea in their General Report 
add in an Appendix a special Report on this institution, from which it appears that there were 28 prisoners in 
custody on the 31st December, 1869, the maximum at any time in that year haring been 45, and that the total 
commitments in the year were 204.

From this table it appears that of the persons committed to prison in Ireland in 
1869, 15,899 or 52’9 per cent, had been previously imprisoned. In England and Wales 
the proportion in 1868 was 32-4 of the total number committed. The figures in the 
above summary show that the proportion of the men and boys previously committed once, 
twice, thrice, or four times, is greater in England and Wales than in Ireland; but of 
those who had been imprisoned still more frequently, the proportion in Ireland is larger 
than in England and Wales. Wliile the proportion of those who had been already once 
imprisoned was only 38'6 in Ireland against 45'7 in England and Wales, the proportion 
of those who had been already imprisoned above ten tunes was 4'7 in the latter country, 
as compared with 13 2 in the former. With regard to women and girls the Irish 
statistics given in this summary contrast most favourably with the English, the only 
class in which the proportion of those already committed is larger in Ireland than in 
England and Wales being the last. 

The much larger proportionate number of men and boys than women and girls 
committed once, twice, or three times, verifies the well-known law of social science that 
women are in general less criminal than men, whilst the fact that rc-commitments of 
women more than five times are more frequent than in the case of men is in strict 
accordanco with another law of social science, viz., that when women once enter into the 
paths of crime they become more criminal than men.

As respects men and boys, it appears that in only one of these classes is there an 
excess in the Irish over the English proportion, viz., in the prisoners between 21 and 30 
years. With regard to women and girls, the above figures show an excess in the Irish 
proportion over the English in those aged from 16 to 40 years. The proportionate 
number of those in the other classes is greater in England and Wales than in Ireland. 
The figures in the above table show an increase of 600 in the number of men and boys 
confined in prison as compared with the number (16,482) for last year, while there 
has been a decrease of 467 in the number of women and gills, showing a total increase 
of 133.

From these calculations it appears that there was only 1 -5 per cent, of women and 
girls, and only 2 -2 per cent, of men and boys not of Irish birth in Irish gaols, whilst 
in England and Wales in 1868 there were 15’9 per cent, of men and boys and 26 '6 per 
cent, of women and girls in English prisons not bom in England and Wales, and of 
these strangers no less than 11 per cent, of the men and boys and 21‘9 per cent, of the 
women and girls were of Irish birth. 

There is a very small number of persons of Scotch birth in the English prisons, but 
it is remarkable that the number of women and girls (2-9 per cent.), is nearly double 
the number (1-7 per cent.) of men and boys, just as in the case of Irish emigrants. 

It is probable that in both cases this difference arises from the migration of women of 
bad character from the poorer to the wealthier parts of the kingdom.

It is remarkable that of the women and girls imprisoned in Ireland, 61 per cent, were 
prostitutes, while in England only 19 per cent, were of that class. 

The different proportion of male and female domestic servants indicated in this table, 
arises from the tax on men-servants in England, which does not exist in Ireland, and 
the consequent greater proportional employment of women-servants there.

It appears that botli at the commencement and end of the year 1869, the number of 
prisoners in Ireland was considerably less in proportion to the population than the 
number in England and Wales at similar periods of 1868. In the latter table a com- 
parison has been made with respect to the disposal of prisoners in the two countries, 
and it appears that in Ireland the punishments are less severe. Thus, while in Ireland 
164 prisoners were discharged on pardon or commutation of sentence in 1869, only 
26 were similarly treated in England and Wales among an equal number of persons, 
and 413 were released on bail in Ireland against 159 in an equal number in England 
and Wales. 

The number transferred from gaols to lunatic asylums in 1869 has been still further 
reduced, this year, being only 100 against 202 in 1868. This, as already stated in last 
year’s report, is the result of the operation of Statute 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118, passed in 
1867, which for the first time extended to Ireland the practice adopted in England in 
1838 of committing dangerous lunatics direct to asylums instead of to gaols.

From this table it appears that the prisoners in Ireland are dealt with very much 
more leniently than in England ; thus, in Ireland there were 2,61 1 cases of punishment 
in 1869 amoncr 2,188 prisoners, which was the daily average number during that year, 
while the English proportion among the same number in 1868 was 7,169. In Ireland 
there was only 1 case of whipping against 15 in England and Wales, and punishment 
by imprisonment in solitary or dark cells was inflicted only 1,394 times in Ireland, as 
compared with 2,004 times in England and Wales among an equal number of prisoners, 
and stoppage of diet and other similar punishments were resorted to in 1,203 cases in 
Ireland.

With regard to Industrial Schools, no returns have been received, as they have been 
in operation for unequal and generally very short periods of 1869. Twenty-two of 
these schools have been opened and 232 children received. The names of the schools 
and the date of their certificate are given in the Appendix (p. 163).

From this summary it appears that in 18G9 there were 15,115 persons detained in 
Bridewells in Ireland, of whom 10,988 were men and boys and 4,127 women and 
girls. These figures show a decrease of 542 on the number detained in 1868. Of 
those so detained 2,639 were discharged after trial as not guilty. 73 persons were 
remaining in Bridewells at the close of the year. 

With regard to the number committed to Bridewells in the different provinces, it 
appears that in Leinster, exclusive of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, there 
were in 186!) 1,332 persons, or 12 in every 10,000 of the population, so committed. In 
Munster thoro were 9,345, or 61 in every 10,000 of the population. In Ulster there 
were 2,872, or 15 in every 10,000 ; and in Connaught there were 1,566, or 17 in every 
10,000 of the population.

The Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland has, at the Crown side, a jurisdiction corresponding 
to the jurisdiction of the Court of Queen’s Bench in England, and also a jurisdiction 
peculiar to itself of Bating the Presentments made by the Grand Jury of the 
County of Dublin for the expenditure of the local tax, called county cess, in the repairs 
of roads, expenses of prisons and asylums, and other local purposes, and of Bating 
the Presentments of the Town Council of the City of Dublin, so far as it exercises the 
powers formerly vested in. the Grand Jury of the City of Dublin in respect of county cess. 

In connexion with these fiscal powers the Court has jurisdiction over the Traverses 
of Presentments of the Grand Jury or Town Council, which are chiefly for new roads and 
Claims for Malicious Injuries to property. 

The Court has also a jurisdiction, peculiar to Ireland, in the case of Railway Traverses 
under the Railways (Ireland) Act, 1851 (14 & 15 Vic., c. 70). 



The ordinary business at the Crown side of the Court of Queen’s Bench in I860

With regard to the claims for Malicious Injuries in the County and City of Dublin,, 
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it appears from the table (p. 179) that there were 4 petitions presented to the Court in 
1869 for a total sum of £75 18s. 9c l. ; besides these, 3 similar petitions stood over from 
last year. These 7 cases were submitted by the Court to the Town Council, and, under 
the direction of the former, 2 claims were allowed, and Presentments made for a total 
sum of .£38 Os. 6d. Five claims were disallowed. 

The total number of claims for Malicious Injuries in the County and City of Dublin 
in the previous year was 8. 



The issue of Writs for the three Superior Courts of Common Law from a Consolidated 
Writ and Seal Office was established in 1850 by the Process and Practice Act (Stat. 
13 & 14 Vic., c. 18), and the Writs of Summons and Plaint are issued in rotation, twenty- 
five for each of the three Courts, under the provisions of the Irish Common Law Pro- 
cedure Act, 1853, s. 15. 

The plaintiff is by the provisions of the same Act prevented from issuing his writ until 
he has prepared his first pleading. As the “ summons and plaint ” corresponds to tire 
English writ and declaration consolidated, the use of writs to the same extent as in 
England and Wales is thus prevented.

These figures show a decrease of 1. in the number of claims for malicious injuries 
specially submitted to the Judge on circuit in the year 1869, as compared with the 
previous year. In the County and City of Dublin the number of claims (vide Table 
1,(6) p. 179) presented to the Court of Queen's Bench in 1869 was 6, as compared with 
8 in the year before. 

It will be seen from the Table (p. 191) that of the 533 claims submitted to Grand 
Juries, 114, or 31-8 per cent., were disallowed. In 1868, out of 407 claims, 105, or25'8 
per cent., wore disallowed by Grand Juries. Of the 1 1 4 disallowed, 3 were subsequently 
granted by tho Judge on appeal. Of those presented by the Grand Jury, appeals 
against 1 8 appear to have been made to the Judge, of which 15 were Bated after hearing 
the objections, and 3 rejected. 

The total number of presentments fiated on circuit in 1869 was 55,137 for a total sum 
of £1,051,070 19s. 10 id: If we add to these latter figures the amount (£36,3S5 Gs. 8 d.) 
fiated” in the County of Dublin (vide Table, p. 179) by the Court of Queen’s Bench, we 
obtain £1,087,456 6s. 6 ^d. as the total amount of Grand Jury Cess imposed in Ireland 
in 1869. • There were 409 presentments of tbe Grand Jury of the County of Dublin 
fiated by a Judge of the Queen’s Bench. 

The presentments for the County of the City of Dublin are made by the Town Council 
of Dublin, and fiated partly before a Judge of. the Queen’s Bench, as already noticed, and 
partly before the Recorder of Dublin ; they were 392 in number in 1869, and for the 
sum of £41,890. 13s. 7 d. (vide note, Table l,(ct) p. 179). Those for the Cities of Cork 
and Limerick are made by the Town Councils (vide p. 191).

This table shows a large decrease of business in 1869, as compared with the previous 
year, m the Masters’ Offices. The number of accounts, other than in minor and lunacy 
matters (348), shows a decrease of 34 on the number (382) in 1868.. Notwithstanding 
the statutable restrictions on the appointment of Receivers, there is still, as indicated 
by these numbers, a large quantity of property under the management of the Court of 
Chancery. This is further indicated by the number (175) of statements of facts as to 
the management of such property. The number of sales of estates under the order of 
the Court of Chancery was only 12, as compared with 24 in the year 1868. 

In Ireland a very small number of witnesses are examined before the Examiner of 
the Court of Chancery. In 1868 the number examined was only 28 ; in 1869 it was 53, 
and tho fees received in the latter year amounted only to £43. 

The ^ ecorcl and Writ Office was established by the Chancery Act, 1867, for the first 
time in Ireland. A return of the business of the office in 1869 has been received, from 
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which the following abstract is taken. The return shows a considerable decrease in the

Under tlio General Orders in Lunacy of 1860, the Committees of the person are 
required to make returns, and the Medical Inspectors appointed thereunder to make 
reports as to lunatics under their inspection. In 1868 there were 105 Committees’ 
returns in compliance with the General Order, and 90 reports from Medical Inspectors ; 
but m 1869 no reports have been received either from Committees or from Medical 
Inspectors.

The Landed Estates Court possesses several jurisdictions peculiar to Ireland. The 
first of these is the selling of Estates with a Parliamentary title, for which the Incum- 
bered Estates Court was first established in 1849 for a limited time, and after several 
renewals of its jurisdiction the perpetual jurisdiction of the Landed Estates Court was 
established in 1858. 

The following figures show the value and net rental of the estates sold in 1 869, and 
indicate a decrease in the total value of the estates sold in 1869 :

The number of petitions filed in 1869 in the Record and Affidavit Office is stated in 
the return (No. 2, p. 19S) to have been 389, as against 420 in the preceding year. The 
returns further state (No. 1, p. 198) that the number of conveyances executed under 
sanction of tlio Court in 1869 was 498, being a decrease of 83 on the number (581) in 
1868. Of the 328 petitions for sale G6 were dismissed. 

The amount of costs taxed and certified in the Landed Estates Court was £39,168, Taring Office, 
and the amount of costs lodged for taxation was £47,315. p_ X9s!) ’ 

The number of affidavits filed in the Landed Estates Court was 4,449 in 1S69, as Affidavits, 
compared with 4,298 in 186S, while the number filed in the Record and Writ Office of j^gg^ 0, 2 ’ 
the Court of Chanocry was G,310, being an increaso of 3,250 on the number (3,060) in 



the previous year. 

Under the Tenure and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Act, 1860, the Landed Estates TenMeandlm-^ 
Court exercises two jurisdictions— 1st. That of sanctioning improvements by limited provemen 
owners, and giving them a charge by way of annuity ; and 2nd. That of sanctioning 
building leases, and leases not within the exact terms of the Act or settlement of the 
particular estate. 

Thero were 4 building loases sanctioned in 1S69. In the previous year there had (Me. No.l, 
been one. No statement as to limited owners’ improvements was lodged. 

A return has boon obtained of the proceedings in the Record of Title Office, and it Record of Title 
states that the titles of 55 estates were recorded in 1869 of the value of £201,154, ( Se,No. 5, 
showing a marked decrease on the number (108) for 1S6S, and making a total number p- 199.) 
of 388 Estates, of £1,374,571 value, recorded since 1865, when the Act (Stat. 28 & 29 



Vic., c. 88) came into operation.

It appears from these summaries that there were 1,786 probates and administrations 
granted in the Principal Registry, and 1,627 granted in the District Registries, making 
a total of 3,413, winch is an increase of 303 on the number (3,110) in the previous year. 
The number of causes in Court (100) was less than the number (117) in the preceding 
year, whilst the number of causes tried (60) shows an increase of 30. 

(Table, No. 2, p. The Accountant-General of the Court of Chancery in Ireland is also Accountant- 
' General of the Court of Probate. His return states that there were only 4 accounts 

open on the 1st October, 1869. 

From a return obtained from the Comptroller of Stamp Duties, Inland Revenue Office 
Dublin, it appears that the amount of property under which probates and administrations 
were sworn in Ireland in 1SC9, was £5,641,843, and the amount of duty received thereon 
was £107,163.

In matrimonial causes there was 1 petition filed for nullity of marriage, and 9 for 
divorce “ from bed and board.” Two petitions were filed for restitution of conjugal rights. 
The Irish Courts have no jurisdiction for dissolving marriages such as the Probate Court 
has m England. The total amount of fees received in divorce and matrimonial causes 
m I860 was £147 8s., against £82 13s. 4 d. in 1868. 

The jurisdiction in Bankruptcy and in Insolvency in Ireland is different from the juris- 
diction in England, being regulated by the Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857, 
passed prior to the Bankruptcy Act of 18G1, for England and Wales. The English 
Bankruptcy Act of 1869 has not been extended to Ireland.

In the Court of Exchequer Chamber the number of proceedings in error and notices of 
appeal in error lodged was 11 , viz.

The Courts of Chairmen of Counties in Ireland correspond to the English County 
Courts, but had a much earlier origin, having been founded so far back as 1796, by 
an Act of the Irish Parliament (Stat. 36 Geo. Ill, c. 25). 

The first table relating to the business transacted in these Courts consists of the 
returns made by process-servers, appointed by Chairmen of Counties and Eecorders, 
and gives the number of Civil Bill Ejectments, Replevins, and other Civil Bills served 
by them. These process-servers arc officers appointed under statute by the above- 
mentioned Judges, and receive a salary from the annual votes of Parliament. Seven 
hundred and eighty-eight out of a total number of 818 (9G per cent.) have made these 
returns. From them it appears that the number of Replevins was only 55, which is an 
indication that the practice of distraining for rent has fallen into disuse. The following 
table shows the number of Civil Bills served other than Ejectments :

Adding 4 per cent, for deficient returns, the number of Civil Bills other than Eject- 
ments served in 1869 may be estimated at 235,544, as compared with the number for 
1868, which, making allowance for the City of Dublin, and 9 per cent, deficient in that 
year, may he estimated at 240,412, showing an estimated decrease of 2 per cent. 
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From the returns it appears that 3,232 Civil Bill Ejectments were served by these 
officers. This, however, is not the entire number of the Ejectments served, as bailiffs of 
landlords and others may serve Ejectments or Replevins. The official process-servers 
only, however, can serve other Civil Bills. With regal'd to Ejectments, we may assume 
that the total number served bears the same proportion to the number heard in Court 
as the number of other Civil Bills served beam to the number heard in Court. The 
entire number thus estimated is 12,417. 

If the power of serving Ejectments by others than the statutable process-servers were 
limited to persons who, though nominated by private parties, were registered in court ; 
and if such registered process-servers were required to keep the same books and make 
the same returns, with respect to the processes served, as the official process-servers, 
complete statistics could be obtained on this subject. 

Of the number actually returned by the process-servers (3,232), it appears that 19 '4 
per cent, were served in Leinster, 23 3 per cent, in Munster, 38 '4 per cent, in Ulster, and 
18 - 9 per cent, in Connaught. 

With regard to the subsequent proceedings in Ejectment which took place in court, 
returns have been received from the Clerks of the Peace and Registrars of Recorders 
as to 33 courts, but the Clerks of the Peace of the Counties of Louth, Meath, Queen’s 
County, Cavan, Down, and Monaghan, have failed to send in returns on this subject.

It appears from the tabic, that 2,178 cases of Ejectment were actually heard and 
decided in court in 1869. The greatest number (752) were heard in Ulster. Of these, 
270, or 359 per cent., were Ejectments on the Title, the remainder were cases in which 
rent was claimed. The number of cases heard in Munster was 567, in Leinster 431, 
and in Connaught 428. Of the .total number heard, 1,890 (86 -8 per cent.) resulted in 
favour of the plaintiff, and 288 (13'2 per cent.) for the defendant. Of the total number 
1,220 (64-5 per cent.) were cases in which arrears of rent were due and sued for, and 
670 (35 - 5 per cent.) were cases of Ejectments on tire Title. Of the former class a 
sub-division is made in the table according to the amount of rent sued for in each case, 
and it appears that the class which comprises the largest number of cases is that which 
includes those in which the rent sued for was between £10 and £20. Then comes the 
class in which the sum claimed ranged between £20 and £40. 

In the following table the figures for 1869 are compared with those for 1868, so far 
as a comparison is possible. In this summary those Courts only are included from 
which complete Returns have been received for both years. A reference to the Volume 
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PamII. of Judicial Statistics for last year (p. 212) -will indicate the Courts which have been 
Jodxcial excluded, besides those of the above-mentioned counties : — 




From the above comparison it appears that in the 29 Courts from which Returns have 
been received for both years, there has been a decrease of 522 in the number of judgments 
given in Ejectment Cases, the total number being 2,302 in 1869 against 1,780 in 1868. 
While the number of Cases in which rent was due was much less, the number of Eject- 
ments on the Title was much greater in 1869 than in the previous year — the number 
m 18 G9 being 555, or 35'5 per cent, of the number of judgments for plaintiff, against 
42S, or 21 -6 per cent, in 18GS, and showing an absolute increase for these Courts of 127, 
or 30 per cent., in the number of Ejectments on the Title. 

There was an increase of 51 (23 per cent.) in the number of Ejectments on the Title in 
tho Superior Courts {vide page 49). The increase of Ejectments on the Title in both 
Courts is observable in connexion with tho increase of agrarian crime in 1869 mentioned 
at page 19. 

(Table, N°- 3, Of the other civil business transacted at the Courts of the Chairmen of Quarter Sessions 

and Recorders, returns have also been received from the Clerks of the Peace and 
Registrars of Recorders. The only counties from which there have been no returns 
are Louth, Queen’s County, Cavan, Down, and Monaghan.

This table shows a decrease of 3,890 in the number of Civil Bill cases decided in 
Court in I860 upon the number in 1868 in the 34 courts, the returns from which are 
included. 

The total sum sued for (£168,557), allows a decrease of £13,399 on the amount sued for 
(£181,956) in the previous year. The Probate or Administration cases were also fewer, 
but the Insolvents’ Petitions heard in these Courts in 1869 were much more numerous 
than in 1868. 

The proportion of cases heard with a jury in these Courts was very small, the number 
being only 112 out of the total number (39,743) of judgments, or 28 in 10,000 cases. 

In the English County Courts the number of cases in 1868 heard with a jury was 
1,041 of the total number (576,581) of judgments, or 18 cases in every 10,000, a much 
smaller proportion than in Ireland. 

Under the “Tenure and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Act, 1860, there were 
only 2 leases sanctioned, and there were no proceedings as to tenants' improYements 
under the Act. 

The following table compares the number of decrees and dismisses in 1868 and 
1 869. Only those Courts which have made returns in both years are included.

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In this table the number of ejectments has been estimated for the counties from 
which no returns were obtained, on the supposition that they bore the same ratio to the 
population as the ejectments in the rest of the same provinces bore to the population. 
Assuming this mode of estimating the number to be correct, it appears that there were 
1,040 ejectments executed in Ireland by Sheriffs in IS 09, of which 338 were in Leinster 
and 290 in Ulster. The numbers in Munster and Connaught were 256 and 150 respec- 
tively. A column has been added showing the proportion of ejectments to the population 
of each province, and it appears that this proportion was highest in Leinster where the 
number was 24 ejectments in every 100,000 of the population, and lowest in Ulster 
where there were 15 in each 100,000 of the population. The number in Munster was 
17, and in Connaught 16 in a similar portion of the population. 

In order, however, to obtain the total number of ejectments in Ireland during the 
year, it is necessary to add to the number (1,040) given in the above table the number 
(•206) of warrants issued at Petty Sessions against cottier tenants for waste, non- 
payment of rent, and for overholding, under sections 84, 85, and S6 of Statute 23 & 24 
Vic., c. 154, and the number (2,423) of warrants against overholding weekly tenants in 
towns, under Statute 14 & 15 Vic., c. 92, sec. 15 {vide Tables, pp. 216-224). This gives 
a total of 3,069 as the number of ejectments executed in Ireland in 1869.. 

Of the ejectments (950) actually returned by the Sheriffs {vide, p. 215), it appears 
that 672, or 70 - 7 per cent., were for non-payment of rent, and 278, or 29 '3 per cent., 
were “ other ejectments.” In the case of cottier tenants and tenants in towns it appears 
{vide p. 224), that of the total number (2,629) of ejectments only 20 were for non-payment 
of vent, and 2,601 were for overholding. There were 8 ejectments for waste. 

It further appears from the statistics that in the counties and counties of cities and 
towns for which returns have been received the proportion of ejectments executed by

The Landlord and Tenant Act of 1860 (23 & 21 Vic., c. 154, nee. 94), removed the 
necessity of disturbing all tile under-tenants in every ejectment of a head-tenant. It 
appears that in the counties from which returns have been received no fewer than 31 
under-tenants wore, by consent, left unmolested on the execution of ejectments, winch 
represent, that number of families in one year saved from unnecessary disturbance by 
this salutary change in the law. 

There are only eight Local Charter Courts in Ireland. The Manor Courts were 
abolished in 1859, by Stat.

Returns have been received from all the Courts of Petty Sessions in Ireland as to 
the business transacted in 1869. 

The first item relating to Court business shown in the table is the number of civil 
cases heard in 1S69, which did not relate to Cottier Tenants. Of these cases it appears 
there were 93,264 — 19,720, or 21 per cent., in Leinster; 32,670, or 35 per cent., in 
Munster ; 23,547, or 25 per cent., in Ulster ; and 1 7,327, or 19 per cent., in Connaught. 

Tire table also shows the proceedings relating to Cottier Tenants under the Landlord 
and Tenant Act, 1860 (Stat. 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154), under which Cottier Tenements may 
be summarily recovered at Petty Sessions for waste, for non-payment of rent, or for 
over-holding. The cases for summary recovery of tenements in towns against weekly 
tenants, under Stat. 14 & 15 Vic., c. 92, sec. 15, are also shown. 

A Cottier Tenant is defined by the 81st Section to be any person holding by agree- 
ment or memorandum in writing from the Landlord a tenement consisting of a Dwelling- 
house or Cottage without land, or with any portion of land not exceeding half an acre 
statute measure, at a rent not exceeding the rate of .£5 by the year, for one month or 
from month to month, or in like manner for any lesser period of time, the Landlord 
undertaking to keep and maintain the Dwelling-house or Cottage in tenantable condition 
and repair. This definition is held not to include the case of Weekly Tenants, who are 
dealt with under Stat. 14 & 15 Vic., c. 92, sec. 15, already referred to.

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SUMMARY. 

The following is a Summary of the principal statistical results noticed in the 
preceding Report : — 

PART I.-- CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 

1 . The exceptional amount of crime at the end of 18G9 and at the beginning of 1870, - 
which led to the passing of the Peace Preservation Act in April, 1870 (Stat. 33 Vic., 
c. 0), is indicated by the statistics of agrarian and other outrages specially reported 
by the Constabulary. 

(«.) The agrarian outrages so reported increased from 19 in July to 337 in December, 
1S09. In January the number increased'"' to 391 and after a sudden decrease in February 
rose again to 356 in March. 

(6.) In July, 1870, the latest date before the presentation of this Report, the number 
of these outrages had fallen to 17, which is less than the number (19) in July, 1869, but 
is lrigli as compared with the number (8) in July, 1868, or the number (5) in July, 
1866, the year in wliich agrarian crime was at a minimum. 

(c.) The number of outrages so reported oilier than agrarian which increased from 224 
in August, 1869, to 248 in November, 1S69, and to 385 in March, 1870, was reduced in 
June to 206. 

(cl.) In July, a month usually exceptional with regard to outrages, the number 
reached 256, which, however, was less than the number (260) in July, 1869.

(I ) The verdicts of Coroners' juris show 33 oases of murder of persons above the Mart,,, 
age of one year in Ireland as compared with 25 in an equal portion of the populate

The number of such offences in Ireland in 18GS was 8,178, as compared with the 
number (15,149) in an equal portion of the population of England and Wales. 

Comparing the statistics of the two countries with regard to the elites ' of crime, wc 
find that there was an excess in England and Wales over Ireland of 6,465 offences ymst

From the number in excess in England, the following classes of offences showing an 
excess m Ireland, are to be set off in calculating the total excess. The offences showing 
an excess in Ireland consisted of 734 assaults, G78 unclassed offences, 51 L malicious 
offences against property, 37 cases of riot, and 9 murders* 

(d.) The number of offences disposed of summarily (other than common assaults) 
which might be indicted was, in Ireland, 19,421, while in a portion of the population of 
England and Wales equal to that of Ireland, the number of this class of offences was 
25,596. 

(e.) In offences disposed of summarily, comprising common assaults, offences against 
Acts of Parliament, and other offences not included under these heads, the number was 
219,969 in Ireland, and in an equal portion of the population of England and Wales 
the number was 100,238. 

if-) In connexion with this excess of minor offences in Ireland, it is to be observed 
that the Irish Police act as Inspectors of Weights and Measures, and as a Revenue Police. 
They are also much more numerous in proportion to tho population than in England 
and Wales. 

The less serious character of the offences disposed of summarily in Ireland is shown 
by the nature of the punishments. In only 9 per cent, of the cases were the persons 
punished by imprisonment, while in 25 per cent, of the cases in England and Wales 
this punishment was inflicted. On the other hand, in 79 per cent, of the cases in 
Ireland fines were imposed, and in only 62 per cent, of the cases in England and Wales. 

(ff.) The number of criminal classes known to the police was 7,44S in Ireland, as 
compared with 14,509 in an equal portion of the population of England and Wales. ' 

4. The statistics of offences in connexion with the Contagious Diseases Act, to show 
the extent of its operation, have not been collected for tho present volume, but the 
following statistics have an important boaring upon the social aspects of the question 
by indicating a very intimate connexion between sexual immorality and crime in the 
following respects : — 



(a.) One-third of the whole number of women apprehended for indictable offences 
in Ireland were prostitutes, and nearly one-third of tho women proceeded ugainst 
summarily belonged to tiro Stine class j and of those undergoing imprisonment no less 
than 61 per cent. 

(b.) The Coroners’ statistics with respect to verdicts of wilful murder of children aged 
one year and under show 43 cases of infanticide in Ireland as compared with 42 in an 
equal portion of tho population of England and Wales. The recent disclosures as to 
baby-farming and unregistered burial of still-born children, however, indicate that infanti- 
cide prevails to a greater extent in England than is disclosed by the Coroners’ returns. 

(c.) The number of infanticides ascertained by Coroners’ juries is in Ireland about 
53 times, and in England and Wales 55 times, the number of murders occurring amongst 
an equal portion of the population at other periods of life on an average.

causes of crime. i n England and Wales. While the number of men of Irish birth in English prisons in 
1869 was only 11 per cent, of the entire number of prisoners, the number of women 
of Irish birth in the same prisons reached 22 per cent., or nearly a fourth of the entire 
number. 

6. The defects in our existing arrangements, both in Ireland and England and Wales, 
for securing the education of the most helpless classes of the community and those most 
exposed to temptation, is shown by the following figures : — 

(a.) In Ireland 37-4 per cent, of the men and 51 -2 per cent, of the women, undergoing 
* Vide, p. 15. 
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imprisonment, could neither read nor write, and 33 per cent, of the men and 40 per cent, 
of the women undergoing imprisonment in England and Wales were in the same state 
of ignorance. 

(b.) Of the children committed to Reformatories in 1869, 48‘5 per cent, could neither 
read nor write; 35 per cent, could read, or read and write imperfectly ; and only 16 '5 
per cent., could read and write well. Of the children committed in 1868 to English 
Reformatories, 51 - 6 per cent, could neither read nor write, 40'8 per cent, could read and 
write imperfectly, and only 7'6 per cent, could read and write well. 

7. The want of Industrial Schools to meet the case of neglected children, which has Industrial Schools, 
been pointed out in these Statistics for many years, was remedied by the extension of 

the Industrial Schools Act to Ireland in 1868. No less than 22 Schools have been 
opened under the Act in 1869, and 232 children received. 

8. With regard to another helpless class of offenders, viz., Criminal Lunatics, the Criminal lunatics, 
salutary change in the law providing against their being detained in Gaols, which was 

passed in 1867 (Stat. 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118), has been carefully carried into effect. The 
number of Lunatics detained in gaols was — on the 31st December, 1867, 331 ; on the 
31st December, 1868, 52 ; and on the 31st December, 1869, only 5. 

9. The number of criminals under detention as Lunatics in Ireland in 1869 was 
2,932, whilst the number in 1868, in a portion of the population of England and Wales 
equal to that of Ireland, was only 216. The excess appears to be caused by the very 
large number committed by Justices as dangerous persons at large. Three thousand 
five hundred and thirty-eight persons were committed by Justices in Ireland, and only 
38 in England and Wales. Of these, 3,240 were committed as dangerous persons at 
large in Ireland, and 52 for want of sureties, while only 17 were committed in England 
and Wales for want of sureties, and none as dangerous persons at large.® 

10. With regard to the detection of crime, it appeared from information collected, Detection of 
prior to the introduction of the Peace Preservation Act, 1870, that very serious difficulty crlm6, 
existed, as in previous years, in securing the detection or conviction of persons for 
agrarian crime. But taking the entire number (9,178) of crimes returned (including 
agrarian offcncos) tho number of persons apprehended was 6,001, or in the proportion of 

65 per cent, to tho crimes returned. In England and Wales the apprehensions were 
only in the proportion of 49'9 per cent., and it is stated that the highest number of 
apprehensions for crimes ever attained in England was in 1863, when it was 58 per cent. 

11. The larger number of persons apprehended and the system of public prosecutions 
in Ireland leads to a larger number of cases of strong suspicion being prepared for pro- 
secution than in England and Wales, where prosecutions are to such a large extent in 
private hands. This leads to a larger number of prosecutions being abandoned, and a 
larger number of bills being ignored by the Grand Juries. 

The number not prosecuted in England and Wales was 32, or 0'15 per cent, of the 
prisoners sent for trial, while the number not prosecuted in Ireland was 364, or 8'7 per 
cent. Of 20,091 persons committed in England and Wales, the number with respect to 
whom the Grand Jury ignored the Bills was only 93 7, or 4-6 per cent. Of 4,1 5 1 persons 
committed for trial in Ireland, the number against whom the Bills were ignored was 
413, or 10 per cent. 

Of those actually brought to trial the acquitted were 860, or 26 per cent. The number 
of convictions was 2,452, or 74 per cent. In England and Wales the acquittals were 
4,046, or 21'2 per cent. ; and the convictions numbered 15,033, or 78’8 per cent. 

12. The statistics relating to the revision by J ustices at J urors’ Sessions of the lists of Eevunon of Jurors 
Jurors returned by High Constables, &c.', indicate an unsatistactory state of things. In 

22 out of 66 Jurors’ Sessions Districts, from which returns have been received. Jurors are 
returned with qualifications other than statutable qualifications on the face of the list, the 
number of persons so returned in 1869 amounting to the large number of 2,697 persons.

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PART II.— JUDICIAL STATISTICS. 

1. (cl) The plan of the local trial of Petitions as to Parliamentary Elections before a 
Judge of the Superior Courts of Common Law was successfully carried out in 1S69 
Twenty petitions were presented — 8 elections were declared void, 5 declared valid, 6 

■ petitions were withdrawn by Judges’ order, and 1 failed for want of security. 

(b.) There was an increase in 1869 in the business of the Superior Courts of Common 
Law. The figure which affords the best indication of this is the number (11,869) of 
Writs of Summons and Plaint filed in 1869, which shows an increase of 797, or 7 per 
cent, on the number for 1S6S. 

(c.) The increase in the number of ejectments for non-payment of rent was 87, viz. 
from 256 in 1868, to 343 in 1869, or 34 per cent., and in the number of ejectments 
on the title the increase was 51, viz., from 219 in 1868, to 270 in 1869, or 23 per cent. 

(d.) There was a considerable increase of business at the Crown side of the Court of 
Queen s Bench, but a decrease in another branch of business over which this Court has 
special jurisdiction— viz., the Registration of Bills of Sale. There was also a decrease in 
the number of acknowledgments of married women filed in the Court of Common Pleas, 
and of the Revenue and Legacy aud Succession Duty Cases in the Court of Exchequer. 

2. (ce.) In the Court of Chancery there was a decrease of nearly 3 per cent, in the 
amount of Court business, the number of “proceedings” in 1869 being 1,622 against 
1,669 in 1S6S ; but in the Chambers of the Judges there was a large increase of business 
as indicated by the number of appointments (by summonses, adjournment, or otherwise) 
disposed of viz., from 914 in 1S68, to 2,541 in 1869, showing an increase of 17S per 
cent. 

(b.) As regards Lunacy, the number of Lunatics under the care of the Court has 
increased 4 per cent.— viz., from 150 in 1S68, to 156 in 1869. 

3. (a.) In the Landed Estates Court there was a diminution in the net rental of the 
estates sold of £4,721, or £6 per cent., the net rental in 1869 being .£67,968, as compared 
with £72,689 in 186S. The price realized fell from 1S 3 years’ purchase of net rental in 
1868, to 17’2 years purchase in 1869. The average net rental of the estates sold was 
£325 a year. 

(b). The number of estates recorded in the Record of Title Office in 1S69 was 55, the 
total value of which was £201,154, while in the previous year 108 estates were recorded 
of the value of £482,750. The entire number of estates recorded since the passing of 
the Act in 1865 is 388, and the total value recorded is £1,374,571. 

4. In the Court of Probate there was an increase in 1869 of 303, or 10 per cent., in 
the number of Probates and Letters of Administration granted — viz., from 3,110 in 1868, 
to 3,413 in 1869. There was a decrease of 17 (14 per cent.) in the number of causes 
in Court, but an increase of 30 (50 per cent.) in the number of causes tried — viz., 
from 30 in 1868, to 60 in 1869. 

5. In the High Court of Admiralty there was a decrease in 1869 of 17 (25 per 
cent.) in the number of actions instituted, the number being 49 in that year - against 66 
in 1868 ; but there was an increase of £7,352 (£27 per cent.) in the amount sued for, 
and an increase of 8, or 53 per cent., in the number of final judgments or decrees given 
— viz., from 15 in 1868, to 23 in 1869. 

6. In the Ecclesiastical Courts there were 9 suits for divorce from “ bed and board,” 

1 for nullity of marriage, and 2 for restitution of conjugal rights. These Courts have 
no jurisdiction for dissolving marriages similar to that possessed by the Court of Probate 
W England. In proceedings other than in matrimonial causes, there were 55 suits for 
faculties, and 9 other suits. 
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7. In Bankruptcy the increase was very marked. There were 168 persons declared P*** II. 

bankrupt in 1809 against 112 in 1868, being an increase of 56, or 50 per cent. There Jdmoial 

was, however, a diminution of 35, or 7 per cent., in the number of petitions of Statistics.

8. (ci.) The proceedings in the High Courts of Appeal were as follows : — In the Report. 

House of Lords there were four judgments on Irish appeals, in all of which the Bankruptcy. 

decisions of the Irish Courts were affirmed. There were only 4 appeals presented SighCourtsof 
during the year, and 7 Irish appeals left undisposed of at the end of the year. Appeal. 

(b.) In the Court of Chancery Appeal there were 61 appeals disposed of. In 22 



cases the judgment of the Court below was affirmed ; in 21 varied or reversed ; and 8 
cases wore struck out or withdrawn. 

(c.) In the Court of Exchequer Chamber there were 13 cases disposed of. In 7 cases 
the decision of the Court below was affirmed ; in 6 it was reversed, and there was 1 
remanet. 

9. («.) The returns of the process servers as to the number of Civil Bills other than CM Bill Courts. 
Ejectments served in 1809, give more complete figures than those of the Clerks of the 

Peace, as only 4 per cent, of the former have failed to make returns, while the deficiency 
of the latter, owing to the omission of 5 Clerks of the Peace to make returns, is 13 per 
cent. Allowing for returns wanting in both years, the number of Civil Bills other than 
Ejectments served may be estimated at 235,544 in 1869, as compared with 240,412 in 
1868, showing a decrease of about 2 per cent. 

(b.) The statistics of Civil Bill Ejectments in 1869, indicate a large increase in the Civil Bill Eject- 
number of Ejectments on the Title, viz. from 43S in 1S6S to 670 in 1869, or an ment3- 
increase of 50 per cent. Li the Superior Courts the number of Ejectments on the Title 
increased from 219 in 1868 to 270 in IS69, being an increase of 23 per cent. This 
increase of Ejectments on the Title in both Courts is observable in connexion with 
the marked increase of agrarian crime in 1869. 

10. In the Local Charter Courts there was a decrease of 359 (8 per cent.) in the Local Courts. 
number of summonses issued, viz., from 4,588 in 1868 to 4,229 in 1869. 

11. (a.) The proceedings in the Petty Sessions Courts against cottier tenants and Petty Sessions. 
tenants ovcrholding show a vory slight decrease, the number of summonses issued in 

1869 being 11,725, as compared with 11,787 in 1868. 

(b.) The Courts of Petty Sessions were adjourned, in consequence of non-attendance of 
Magistrates, on 1,275 days, or 8 per cent, of the number of days on which the Courts 
were held. In Connaught the cases of adjournment were most numerous, viz., 15-2 per 
cent., while in Ulster the proportion was only G'l per cent. 

Difficulty of Comparing the Irish and English Judicial Statistics on account of the 
Want of Assimilation in the Laws of Civil Procedure. 

The Judicial Statistics of Ireland do not admit of a comparison with the English Differer^de^e^ 
Statistics similar to that which has been made in the case of the Criminal Statistics of of° n

the two countries. _ . . , procedure. 

The laws and institutions of the two countries directly connected with Onmrnai 
Statistics have been very, closely assimilated, Sir Robert Peel’s celebrated Criminal 
Statutes for Ireland in 1828 having been followed by tbe Summary Jurisdiction Act 
of 1851, and the Consolidated Criminal Statutes in 1861. 

The Constabulary system which he established in the counties of Ireland has been 
extended to the counties of England, and the Irish Metropolitan Police has been 
assimilated to the London Metropolitan Police. It is only necessary to bear in mind 
tbe greater proportional number and more central government of the Irish force. 

The law relating to criminal lunatics and to industrial schools in Ireland hasalso been 
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assimilated to that of England, and the most striking difference which is now remaining 
viz., the absence in England of a system of public prosecutors like that existing under 
the Sessional and Circuit Crown Solicitors in Ireland was in the last Session of Parlia- 
ment made the subject of discussion in the House of Commons upon a bill introduced 
by a private member. 

The practice and procedure of the Civil Courts in Ireland, founded to a large extent 
on the same principles, are in a very unequal state of assimilation to the practice and 
procedure adopted in the corresponding Courts in England and Wales. 

Thus the practice and procedure of the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench in Ireland 
have not participated in the reforms introduced in England since 1843, the Irish Judges 
not having been given the powers conferred on the English Judges by Stat. 6 & 7 Vic. 
c. 20, s. 11, notwithstanding the recommendations on the subject by the English and 
Irish Law and Chancery Commissioners in their first report made in 1863. 

The diversities of practice in the procedure of the Superior Courts, introduced by the 
different Procedure Acts for the two countries, still continue. The adoption of the 
recommendations of the English and Irish Law and Chancery Commissioners in their 
first report made in 1863, though bills have been introduced in several Sessions of 
Parliament, has been postponed in consequence of the more extensive reforms recently 
recommended by the Judicature Commissioners for England, and embodied in the High 
Court of Justice Bill which passed the House of Lords in the present Session. 

With regard to equitable jurisdiction, the reforms introduced in the jurisdiction of 
the Court of Chancery in England were extended in 1867 by Stat. 30 & 31 Vic., c. 44, 
to Ireland. But the reforms introduced in the lunacy department of the Court of 
Chancery by the Lunacy Regulation Acts, 1853 and 1862, have not been extended to 
Ireland. 

In Ireland the Courts which correspond to the County Courts in England are those 
presided over by the Chairmen of Counties. In 1865 an equitable jurisdiction was 
conferred on the English Courts which has not yet been extended to those in Ireland. 
These latter are, however, Courts of Equity for the defendant, and some special equitable 
jurisdiction for the plaintiff and defendant has been conferred upon them by the Land 
Act, 1870. 

The constant tendency to still greater divergence, which the want of assimilation of 
procedure produces, is shown in the Married Women’s Property Bill of the present 
Session.* In England and Wales a suit as to the ownership of the property of a 
married woman protected by the Act can, under the 9th clause, be instituted in the 
County Courts, but in Ireland it can be instituted only in the Court of Chancery ; under 
the 10th clause, however, the Chairman of the Civil Bill Court in Ireland has jurisdic" 
tion for exercising the equitable jurisdiction of appointing a trustee for a policy of 
insurance, protected by the Act to the same extent as the County Court Judge in 
England. 

In admiralty jurisdiction a very complete assimilation was effected in 1867 by Stat. 
30 & 31 Vic., c. 114 ; but diversities have again been introduced by the non-extension 
to Ireland of the statutes since enacted for England. 

With regard to bankruptcy and insolvency Ireland is under an Act of 1857, re- 
sembling the law which then prevailed in England; but the changes introduced in 1869 
in England, which have made large alterations in the law with regard to the abolition 
of arrest for debt, localizing bankruptcy jurisdiction, and which have intrusted creditors 
with the management of estates, have not yet been extended to Ireland.
